Thus, one brother daring the other 
aud the lotter not wishing to take the 
dare as to his swimming powers, caused 
the death of a most promising young 
man of 17, who with other members of 
a Chicago Jewish club has gone to 
Long Lake on the Graham groutids 
where they were camping In tents. 

It was about 6:30 that the three 
brothers started out for a row. The 
hot day and evening had caused them 
to don their swimming suits to keep 
cool and incldently take a dip if they 
wished. They were all good swimmers. 
Therefore, it was but a natural remark 
for Sam to make when he dared Dave 
to swim to shore after they had reach* 
ed the middle of the lake, some half 
mile out.' The dare however, proved 
fatal and the two remaining brothers, 
frantic In their effort to locate the 
bodv of . their brother, had to send 
word back to Chicago.

DiMutrotu , Fire Near Ares 

A fire of mysteridua origin destroyed 
an immense bam. several smaller 
buildings, 100 tons of hay, a quantity 
of farm machinery and tools and 
caused the death of several head of 
ftoraes and cattle on the I W.Stafford 
farm, two miles west of Area in Lake 
comity Tuesday morning. A bucket 
brigade composed of fully one hundred 
farmers faved the house from destruc- 
tion. Mr. Stafford estimates his loss 
at' between $4,000 and $5,000. He 
carries $2.0()0 worth of fire insurance. 

Mr- Stafford was in Area when the 
fire started- He hurried home and 
directed the work of the volunteer fire 
flRhters. The origin of . the fire Is not 
knovyn. By the time. the fire which 
started at eleven o*clo^ had been 
discovered it was impossible to save 
the live stock. Tlie mam barn was 76 
feet long and 40 feet wide.

Dr. J. M. Fischer, a dentist, and 
recognized as one of Waukegan's most 
prominent professional men, was drown- 
ed in the waters of the Waukegan har- 
bor about 10 o'clock Sunday morning 
when he pitched from the deck of his 
power boat, Wau*Wau-Tay-3ee. Phy- 
aiciatis worked over the body of the 
victim for over two hours but without 
avalL A heart-rending feature of the 
tragedy was that Dr. Fischer's' wife 
and son, Joe witnessed all the hdrrow- 
ing details without being able to render 
aasi'tance. . 

The motdrboat which Is a fuIlHiabln 
cruiser, Is one that Dr. Fischer; pur- 
chased less that two weeks Ago, and in 
which* he had taken great pride.' On 
Sunday morning, accompanied by his 
fami.y together with Attorney andMrs. 
Wm Weiss' and Bruce Stephens, he 
started out In the boat for a cruise 
about the harbor. 

The rudcVr. was acting badly, espec* 
iaily when an effort was made to send 
the bout to 'port. At times instead of 
responding as It should, it seemed to 
send the croft to starboard' On one of 
thesfroccasions the boat headed toward 
tlie dock, when it should have gone In 
the opposite direction. To prevent a 
collision with the dock. Dr. Fischet 
leaped to the rail and tried to fend off 
the blow, which doubtless would have 
daoisged the boat In so doing he lost 
his balance and plunged into the water 
without an outcry. . ' ^ 

His little son, Joe, a boy of about 9 
years old, was the ^only one who saw 
the fatal plunge. The boat . was under 
way at the time -and was rapidly leav- 
ing the drowiTlng man behind. 

"OhI OKI Papa's in the water; save 
himl" cried the boy- 

This was the first Intimation that 
Messrs. Weiss and Stephens had that 
their friend was in danger. Hastily 
throwing off some of their clothing 
they dove over the side of the boat and 
swam * with lusty strokes toward the 
point where Dr. Fisher was fighting to 
keep his head above water. Although 
he was very, fond of being around the 
water he hod' never* learned to awim 
and his efforts to keep himself afioat 
were pitifully impotent. Before the 
two swimmers could reach him he sank 
beneath the water and did not reap 
pear, as he had sunk twice before. 

When they, saw their efforts to save 
their friend were fruitless they shout- 
ed for 'assistance^ An engineer on 
board a boat that was tied up at the 
salt conipany's dock, jumped from the 
boot and secured a grappling hook that 
la kept at the salt dock. With this, 
after a few minutes' work, the limp 
form of the victim was brought to the 
surface and lifted upon the dock. He 
had been In the water between eight 
and ten minutes. 

Dr. Goiirley was summoned and he 
drove his auto to the scene at a rapid 
speed and at once oppHed restoratives 
and adopted artificial respiration which 
he continued until the Larsen & Hol- 
land motor ambulance rushed to the 
scene with a lungmotor. The mouth- 
piece of the device was applied and for 
an hour o.\ygen was pumped Into the 
lungs of the victim with the regularity 
of natural respiration.- 

Dr. Fischer was about 45 years old, 
a native of Chicago; he was married 
about ten years ago to Miss Elgle 
Lowry of Louisiana. To them was 
born a son, Joe, aged nlnel. 



Over 100 people gathered together at 
the old Grubb school house last Friday 
In one of the most novel picnics of the 
season. The gachering was composed 
largely of pupils of the school who had 
attended the Institution in the earlier 
days. It was the second annual event 
of its nature and was largely attended 
by many from far distances who had 
returned to the county for the pufpose 
of attending the reunion of the pupils 
and instructors. A large number from 
Waukegan attended. 

There Is a wealth of county history 
wrapped about the scene of the old 
structure, which before the war and for 
many years afterward was considered 
as one of the most important education* 
al institutions in the county. 

There were many at the picnic who 
had attended the school before the oc* 
currance of the war of the rebellion. 
Over the picnic grounds a fiag.that hod 
been purchased by the pupils of the 
sohool during the civil war^ flapped in 
the breeze. Here and there little 
groups of aged men and women were 
gathered in groups. 'They were engag 
ed in recalling Incidents of their child, 
hood days, some of the incidents oc- 
curred over 60 years ago and had the 
old Grubb sctiool for a setting. In at* 
tendance was- one woman, Mrs. Richard 
Pamell of Chicago, who in 1857 was a 
teacher at the school. 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the entertainment of the day was a 
baseball game in which many' of the 
old timers took part In the field was 
Attorney Peter Fisher of Kenosha,aged 
65 years, a former pupil of the school 
and who In 1888 was county superin- 
tendent of schools in Lake county. On 
second base was Ward Bain of Racine, 
aged about 55 years. Will and John 
Rose now of Rochester, Wis., the 
former attending school in the year 
1357 were In the game. John Rose, 
from the years of 1879 to 1893 drove a 
stage coach between ttie townsof Wads- 
worth and Millburn. Wm. Strang of 
Waukegan one of the old time pupils 
of the school, played a pretty fair 
game at pretty at first. His 
only drawback being his failure to hang 
onto the ball when it was thrown or 
knocked towards him. His batting 
eye was good, however. 

Mr. Strang was.sHghtly injured when 
attempting to catch a fiy, he ran into a 
barb wire fence. His clothing was 
tore and he was slightly cut by the 
barbs. 

First Coined Money. 
To Lydlai thu Industrial power of 
the ancient world, belongs the honor 
of having Issued the first coined 
money. T.he earliest known coins 
.were stamped on one aide with a lion's ^ 
head or the figure of a king with bow 
and quiver. So far as we know the 
first coinage of gold dates from King 
CroeauB of Lydla. It Is Impossible to 
say just what form the earliest money 
(medium of exchange) took. Probably 
it was cattle — from which our word 
pecuniary comes. 



SUDDEN DEATH 

OF MRS. PIERCE

On Saturday morning the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Homer Pierce was cast 
into the shadow of sorrow when death 
moat une.Kpectedly entered and ramov-- 
ed therefrom the wife and mother. Al- 
though in failing health for the past 
four or five years she appeared in no 
worse condition than usual when she 
arose on Saturdaymorning. In her usual 
manner she helped in the preparations 
of breakfast but befor.e the family had 
gathered for the meal she began to 
feel badly and putting some cool water 
upon her head she sat down by a win- 
dow. So rapidly did she grow worse 
that sbe gave instructions to call her 
husband and sons who were at the barn. 
Hastening to her side they at once 
realized her condition and hastily snm- 
moned a physician who, although he ar- 
rived in a very short time, was unable 
to do anything to relieve her suffering 
and in the space of about thirty minutes 
from the time she was taken ill she had 
passed away. 

The deceased, whose maiden name was 
Marv L. French, was born in the town 
of Somers, Kenosha county. Wis., Feb. 
n, 1848. When 12 years old she went to 
Kenosha living there until she was 
married on Christmas day 1871 to Hom- 
er B. Pierce. They resided for a year 
in Waukegan then moved hack to Ke^ 
noaha where they resided until 1886, 
when they moved to Antioch where she 
lived until her death. 

She was a member of the Unitarian 
church at Kenosha and by her everyday 
life has exemplified her upright chris- 
tian character. Of her own immediate 
family she leaves to mourn her losB,her 
husband and two sons Herbert and Rov 
both of this place, also two grandchil- 
dren, one sister Miss Mattle E. French 
of Kenosha and a half sister Mrs. C. D. 
Waters of Mt. Pelier, Vermont. The 
funeral was held at the home Monday 
afternoon at two o'clock with Rev, 
Stixrud in charge who included in his 
remarks the following: 

She was a Unitarian by faith but 
this did not deter her from active co- 
opperation with our local church. so as a 
member of our Ladies Aid and Mission 
ary societies when her health permitted 
she rendemd willing service. A grac- 
ious Christian woman has gone to her 
reward. I cannot speak of how much 
she meant to this home, of how much 
husband and children and sisters will 
miss her. I know their sorrow is as 
suaged by a glorious hope and that 
their grief is for themselves and not 
for htr, with the poet they can say:

Hon. Charles Whitney, circuit judge 
of the district comprising Lake, Boone, 
McHenry and Winnebago counties, and 
a member of the Appellate court of 
this district, dropped dead in his chair 
in the court house In his chambers, afc- 
1:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon while 
consulting with a client who had called 
on«him ju«t a few minutes previously. 
His death was due to heart failure^ 
with which he hod been failing for tha 
last 18 months or two years. In fact 
the judges health had never -been good 
since he returned from California a fav{ 
years ago where he sustained a severo 
illness as a result of change of climate. 
The judge was stricken suddenly 
when he was talking to his visitor, and 
the fall of his body to the flour caused 
persons in the office of Circuit Clerk* 
Brockway and others to rush up stairs 
to see what had happened, for court 
was net-in session at the time and the 
judge's chambers, just to the east of 
the court room, were unoccupied ex- 
cepting by himself. The fall therefore 
caused those who heard it to wonder- 
what had happened. They rushed thero 
from various offices. ' Among the fint 
to arrive was Circuit Clerk Brockway,' 
"When I got there he was lying limp' 
on the floor. I felt his pulse and thej 
beat but feebly, said Clerk Brockway - 
as he nervously talked of the end of bla 
life long friend in such a tragic manner 
in the court house, continuing with: "I 
then took' hold of him and straightened 
out^his legs which were caught in the 
legB of his chair. I saw that bis life 
was either ebbing or had departed, ao - 
we lifted him at once to the sofa and 
there we soon, found he had died with-* 
out regaining his senses after falling^ 
from the cliair. 

Charles Whitney was bom In Lak5 
county on the 6 day October, 1849, %. 
son of Havelia and Harriet Whitney, 
honored pioneers of this county. He 
received ' a common school education^ 
after which he entered lipon the study 
of law in the office of Blodgett, Upton 
& Williams of Waukegan and aftet % 
thorough course was admitted to th« 
barjn September,- 1871. 

Mir. Whitney began practice alone in 
Waukegan, but spent the winter ol 
1872-73 in Chicago, where he wa»; em* . 
ployed in the abstract office of Hardy^ 
Simmons & Company,, until January^ 
1876, when he returned to Waukegan,, 
where he formed a law partnership ; 
with Judge Joseph L. Williams,, form* 
erlyof Blodgett, Upton' & WilliamBi 
and established business in .Waukegan; 
A year later Mr. Williams went - to 
Colorado, after which Mr. Whitney 
was alone until the existing partner* 
ship witfi W. C. Uptbri was formed In 
1885 whichMasted manyyears. " ' .-^ 

In politics Judge Whitney was aRa. 
publican and held various offlcea. of 
honor and trust* He was elj^cted'atate's 
attorney of Lake county In 1886, Which 
position he held until 1887> when Ije re^ 
signed. He was ehoaen'a jn^mberof 
the city council, served two years, waa 
then re-elected, butresigned in order 
to accept the office of mayor, to which 
he was elected in March, 1836. Whllq 
in the council he was chairman' of tho 
board of education and later a niember 
and secretary of that board. In 1887 
he was appointed master in chancery 
which he held many years. 

In the town of Warren, Lake coun^, 
on the 3 of May, 1871, Mr. Whitney 
was united in marriage with' Miss Lo. 
dima Brown, a daughter- of Albert and 
Delia Brown. She wasbom In'Edmea* 
ton, patego county, New Yorki Juno 
35. 1851i and had been a resident ot 
Lake county since 1856. They betame 
the parents ojC three children, two aona 
and a daughter, namely; Fred B/, who 
was horn Sept. 18, 1874; Charles Ray^ 
July 6. 1879; and Ethel May, April ai,

Florence.— Florence Is settling down 
to bualncBB again. All the activities 
Interrupted by- church ceremonials 
aro resumed, tho holla nro ringing at 
regular and frequent intervala and ev- 
erything is lively and bustling, saya 
a correspondent. Out at SIgna. a lit- 
tle walled town about seven miles on 
tho road to Pisa, a unique proceeding 
iucldont to the seacon Is in progress 
—the feata of tho Beata Olovanna-— 
and when this Is over the local pro- 
gram of religious apoctacItiB and signi- 
ficant B.ervlces will havo boon finished. 
We wcro strongly tempted to go there, 
but on Inquiry found that to" appreci- 
ate It fully it was necessary to make 
fen all-day trip, and concluded to do 
our sightseeing at shorter range. 

This ceremonial, consists of a Berlcs 
of proccsalons from all the villages 
around tho town whoso chapels are de- 
pendent upon the plovo or parish 
church of SIgna. St. Glovanna was a 
peasant maiden of tho thirteenth cen- 
tury/ noted from childhood for her 
piety and virtues. Wbilo young sho 
vowed herself to a religious life and 
passed many yeara, walled up In a 
little cell, in meditation and prayer. 
Her neighbors, venerating her as a 
saint before her formal recognition 
as such, wont to her for help and ad- 
vl6e. Sho performed many miracles 
of healing, eapeclally on children. Sho 
died alone In her cell In 1837,-and It 
la a local tradition that her death waa 
announced by tho.mystorloua ringing 
of all tho church bells In Slgna and 
the adjacent villages. A chapel was 
built to serve as a shrlno and her 
relics were kept for use on extraor- 
dinary occasions, being taken to Flor- 
ence and Prato and elsewhere to stay 
public calamities. 

Eaater Monday Is the special festi- 
val of St. Qlovanna, when from tho va- 
rious villages of tho district offerings 
of oil for the lampa of her shrine are 
sent In proccBsIons, borne by small 
children dreaacd na angels, riding 
richly decked donkeys, and accompa- 
nled by priests, acolytea aud the peo- 
ple In their holiday attire. Theso of- 
ferings are carried ono by ono Into 
tho church and transferred with sol-

Washlnfiton. .Inly 21.— Several com- 
panies and corporations that have 
been frauilulently soiling lauds along 
the Illo C.randc are soon to be prose- 
cuted by the federal department of 
JuBtlcc. The lands are practically 
worthlcsa and tltlo to them is In dis- 
pute between .Mexico and thin coun- 
try. •■ , 

The operators are said- to- have 
niado mlillona out of the fraud. A epe- 
ciul investigation of the matter was 
made by W. W. Kollett. consultlnK en- 
gineer of the International boundary 
commlaslon, Qon. Anson MilU, chair- 
man, which is seeking to setUa bj 
agreement the claims of the two gov- 
crnraent3 to lands created by changes 
in the course of the river. His report 
to the coramlsBion shows that the 
fraud was extensive. More than one 
thousand of the claims secured by In- 
iiocnnt parties have been invalidated 
bv the commission. 

The operators In those sand lots ob- 
tained some color of title to the prop- 
erty. presumably from Mexican claim- 
ants, before the commission had de- 
cided to which couutrj* the land be- 
longed. Through enticing literature 
and by other means the speculators 
unloaded the land at cheap prices to 
reckless Investors on repreacntallon 
that they were fertile and well wa- 
tered. Investigation by Mr. Follett 
developed that much of the lands so 
sold were non-productivo, even thougb 
the title to them could bavc been sus- 
tained.

Victorlano 
Huerta sees himself at sixty forced to 
resign the presidency of his country. 
Ho will. It is believed, go to Europe, 
T7hore, like other Latin American 
presIdcntB, ho will end his days wItJi 
little enjoyment save that of remlulB- 
ccnce. 

Huerta was bom to wealth. Unlike 
Diaz, who Is of plebeian origin, a 
mongrel, mostly Indian. Huerta comes 
of one of the most aristocratic fami- 
lies In Mexico. 

He was born In ' Chihuahua, with 
u-hich state the Huertas have long 
been idenUfled, In 1854, or 1S57, re- 
ports differ. At the age of seventeen 
the aristocrat was appointed by Diaz,

Huerta served his four school years 
passably well. He was neither at the 
head nor tho foot of his class. Ho 
was graduated with honors, being 
about the tenth In a class of nearly a 
hundred, and Immediately went to Join 
a regiment on the west coast as a sec- 
ond lieutenant of engineers. 

When President Diaz began hlo re- 
organization of the Mexican army 
Huerta was promoted captain of engi- 
neers, and while holding this rank de- 
vised the plan for a Mexican general 



Maderp government, Huerta was Im- 
mediately called to active command as 
the senior ranking general then 
In the capital. Ho escorted Ma- 
dero from Chapultepec castle lo tho 
palace on the nrst of the ten daya' 
flshUng and was placed in entire com- 
mand of the forces of the government. 
Ho directed tho government troopa 
during all tho subsequent flghUng. and 
the conduct of these operations led to 
severe critlclflm on tho part of Made- 
ro's friends.

The gonoral, stnick by the boy's de- 
termination, spoke to the president. 
and obtained for him a scholarflhip in 
the mmtary college of Chapultepec 
-He had acted- as a messenger to Gen- 
•cral Guerra, and tho general took a 
great Interest In the lad. 

This waa Victorlano Huerta's begin- 
nlng. 

Liko yilla; Huerta has been In many 
a hard campaign In subduing upris- 
ings throughout tho republic in years 
past. Ho Is a courageous man and a 
great military loader. 

In t876 Huerta sutfored his first do- 
feat In battle at the hands of the gov- 
emmcnt forces led by PorHrio Diaz, 
the former president. After tlils ho 
i-waa given garrison duty at Acapuico, 
'and waa later sojocted by Diaz to- put 
[lowu the roboIUoua tribes that from 
lime (p time menaced the peace of 
lloxico. He was auccossful and pro- 
loted In rank. . :

Washington. July 16.-Americhn 
troops, with marines from the British 
Gorman and other foreign ships at 
Vem Cruz, will bo rushed to Mexico 
City to protect tho capital from the 
ooting and rioting that threatens to 
follow the abdication of Huerta the 
moment such a step bocomes^neces- 

It became known definitely, though 
It was not officially conflrmed, that 
Huerta's object lu repairing the rail- 
road between Vera Cruz and Mexico 
City was not for the purpose of getting 
himself and his family to safety, but 
to get the American and other forces 
nto the capital to preserfb order and 
to protect the city from tho excesses 
of the victorious constitutionalists 
The call for those troopa will come 
from Carbajal when the situation be- 
comes more threatening. 

It' remains to be seen whether the 
abdication of Huerta and the transfer 
of authority to Carbajal will bring or- 
der out of chaos and result in a terml- 
nation of the civil war in tlio Mexican 
republic.

The assassinations of the 
MaderoH and Saurez followed, and In 
the meantime Huerta. with the mill- 
tarj- behind him. had been recognized 
as the provisional president. 

Huerta at once sought recognition of 
the United States, for It Is understood 
in Latin-American countries that nono 
of their presidents can hold office lone 
without being recognized by tho Amer- 
can government. President Wllaon. 
however, refused to treat Huerta as 
chief executive of Mexico. 

In the meantime. General Carranza, 
tho successor of Madero In the dream 
of a jusUy governed Mexico, was win- 
ning over the North, tils military 
commander. General Villa, repeatedly 
defeated tho federal forces. Practical- 
ly all of the North came under the 
constitutionalist sway.
